I just looked at the capacitor last night. (No time for actually building 
one yet.) The problem is that the picture on the schematic shows four 
terminals: three on the bottom and one on the top of the case. Each of the 
two ganged capacitors are between the three contacts on the bottom. 


The problem is that the actual cap looks different: One side has 5 leads and 
the other has 4. 
The 5 lead side looks like this:

There is about 277pf variable between 4 and 2 and about 300pf between 2 and 
5. If you connect 1 and 4, the total between 1,4 and 2 is 284pf. If you 
connect 3 and 5, the total between 2 and 3,5 is 330pf. I didn't try playing 
with the leads on the other side.

Low Power has to equal weak signals is a bogus argument no more or less valid 
than High Power has to equal a solid contact....

Hi Byron, 


You may want to consider making your own "multiple-wire magnet wire" or 
bi-filar, tri-filar, etc. wire. Simply get different colors of magnetic wire 
and roll out several feet of them together (parallel). Use some masking tape 
to hold one end together and stick this end in a vise. Keeping the wires 
taut, pull the wires straight and parallel together. At the desired length 
place some more tape at this point and cut the wires at this tape joint. 
Place this taped end in a variable speed hand drill. While keeping the wires 
relatively taut, start the drill slowly and twist the wires together. Twist 
to the desired turns per inch. When finished, loosen the drill chuck while 
holding the end of the wires to keep them from twisting out of control. 
While holding the wires loosely, allow the wires to twist until all of the 
stress is relieved. You will now have a nice set of twisted wires that look 
like a factory job. 


It is really very easy to do.
